Altona cricketer, Frank 
Kirk, who, after 22 years 
of the sport is still going 
strong, is proving at the 
moment that time is no 
barrier to his success in 
local sport. 

Frank — commenced his 
cricket career when he was 
20 as 2 member of the 
Britania Lodge group in the 
Cariton area, his team being 
competitors in the Manches- 
ter Unity Lodge competition, 
and in his first season of 
1941-42, Frank, as a medium 
pace bowler had the- honour 
of taking a hat trick which 
no doubt assisted him in 
winning the association bow)l- 
ing average on a percentage 
of 4.8 runs per wicket.

With an average of 58 for 
he season, Frank completed 
a fine year of batting and 
again won the association 
award.

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GAOLED FOR ASSAULT 


Richard William Allison, 17 years, of Mon- 
mouth Street, West Newport was charged with assaul- 
ting Werner Bernhardt, and with unlawfully assaul- 


-ting Bernhardt thereby 


occasioning actual bodily 


harm. He ‘pleaded not guilty. - 


Werner Bernhard, 17 years, 
painter, of Romawi Street, 
Altona, told the Court that 
at 7.30 pm. on Saturday, 
October 5, together with his 
brother and friends he ar- 
rived at a party in Ross St., 
Newport. He had been there 
awhile when he noticed the 
accused standing in the door, 
way. About 9.45 p.m. he left 
the premises with a girl, Jill 
for a phone box and about 
10 feet past the lane in Ross 
Street heard somebody from 
behind calling . “Hey, you.” 

He stopped and turned and 
saw accused standing there 
but he took no notice and 
went on. The same thing 
was called out again and he 
turned round and Alison said, 
“I don’t like the look of 
your face.” He replied, 
“Theres nothing I can do 
about that.” and turned to 
walk off, but was grabbed 
by the arm, spun around and 
Punched in the face by de 
fendant. He was punched 
some more times causing a 
broken nose, black eye and 
the top of his teeth to be 
very sore. 

Allison said, “See how that 
feels." He fell back against 
the fence and tried to get 
away but could not as the 
fence was behind him and 
Allison in front. Defendant 
called out to a mate, “Get 
the girl before she yells out,” 
but she got away to the 
house and his friends came 
out. He was later treated at 
the Footscray Hospital. He 
had never seen the defen- 
dant before and he did not 
speak to him af the party. 

Jillian McDonald, of Yarra- 
ville, said she was at the 
party and left to ring her 
parents, accompanied by 
Bernhardt. Somebody called 
out and she saw defendant 
behind them and another 
boy further back. She saw 
him punch Bernhardt more 
than once and he fell against, 
the fence. She did not know 
defendant. 

Dr. D. Jones, of Footscray 
Hospital said he treated 
Bernhard for a broken nose 
and manipulated it. A week 
later he had to break the 
nose again and reset it. 

First Constable Power said 
he interviewed defendant and 
told him it was alleged he 
assaulted a youth. Allison 
agreed. He said he had heen. 
invited to the party and 
stood at the door for awhile. 
Inside there were three kids 
talking who kept giving him 
dark looks. He left the party 
and sat in a car when he 
saw the boy come out with 
a girl, and he followed. He 
told the girl to go and asked 


Allison declined to give 
evidence and had nothing 
to say. He was then 
charged that on Novem- 
ber 5 he did assault Kevin 
Morris Jacobs. 

Kevin Jacobs, salesman, of 


| Paine Street, Newport, said 


at 9.45 a.m. on November 5, 
he was walking along Mel- 
bourne Road, Newport, and 
Passed a dry cleaners when 
he was approached by de- 
fendant. Defendant said te 
him, “I know you, you gave 
some cheek to some girls 
with horses the other day.” 
Allison then pushed Jacobs 
in the chest so that he put 
his transistor radio on the 
ground and when he got up 
defendant hit him on the 
face with a clenched fist, He 
was knocked into a wall and 
hit his head on it, knock- 
ing him semi-onscious.
